Response to Amendment 

1 . Amendment of the claims received 4/22/2009 has been entered. Claims 1,2, 13 
and 14 have been amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-20 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Ancrenaz (US 5,067,358) discloses a vibration table for the manufacture of 

concrete products. The amendment requiring the antivibration device to be capable for 
use in an airframe or helicopter and fitted in such, makes the invention as claimed non- 
obvious over the prior art. It would not be obvious to fix the vibration table of Ancrenaz 
in an airframe or helicopter due to the bulk and weight of said vibration table; further, a 
vibration table for the manufacture of concrete product would not have an obvious 
application in an airframe or helicopter in order to reduce or eliminate vibrations.
